HISTORICAL ANDOVER 


No. 135. 


Andover Hardys. 


John Hardy? of Bradford for his first 
wife in 1666 took Mary Jackman, 
daughter of James of Newbury. She 
died in 1689- and -he had a second 
named Martha. John died in’ Brad- 
ford, in 1715 at 67. Of the sons in 
whom we are interested, the earliest to 
come here ‘was *Nathaniel who lived on 
the Boxford line, and was reckoned 
usually of that town, but held land on 
our.side, and in 1744, after the death 
of the father, his son ‘Richard sold 
part of the estate to brother 4Zechariah 
Hardy. So this line did not enter into 
Andover History. *Zechary, a brother 
of old Nathaniel, was the pioneer emi- 
grant to Tewksbury, taking his wife 
Hepzibah Wallingford from a neigh- 
bor’s family in old Bradford. He died 
in 1763 at 8&8 The trolley line to 
Tewksbury passes the fine old square 
colonial house, occupied by his heirs 
for many generations, just before you 
reach Tewksbury Center. His children 
intermarried with Kidder, Hunt, 
French, Cutler and Pike. 4John, the 
eldest, and Abigail Kidder had numer- 
ous descendants, men of ‘culture and 
prominent in the history of their time. 
S5William married Hannah Hyde, was a 
physician at one time in a town ‘once 
called Poplin in N. H., now Bientwood 
perhaps. 

Among his children was *Henry who 
married a Kendall and was a resident 
of some city near Boston, his son 
7Henry being Mayor of the same, while 
son 7Alpheus was the banker and 
trustee so well known in connection 
with Phillips Academy. *Alpheus an 
author and professor at Dartmouth, if 
I recall him correctly, and lis wife for 
whom a carnation pink was named, are 
well known descendants. The distant 
cousin, who gave me quite a little of 
the family traditions, descends from 
both ‘William and ‘Nathaniel, -her 
father being 7Walter the superintend- 
ent of the Lock and Canal at Lowell 
years ago, when the old Middlesex 
Canal united the river commerce with 
the port of Boston, before the railroads 
and Lawrence dam placed their old 
waterways upon the shelf. 

Following *Zachariah to Tewksbury 
came one son of his brother *Joseph 
who with his wife Mary Burbank al- 
ways lived in Bradford, dying there 
1729. 4James born in Bradford 1699 
died in Tewksbury in 1792 His wife 
was Haunah Bailey, daughter of James 
Bailey and Hannah Wood of Bradford, 
who died 1797. 4Jemima’a sister mar- 
ried Andrew Palmer in Bradford 1732, 
and enters several lines here, as well as 
providing a wife for the younger &James. 
An inquiry for this Jemima, wife of 
the younger James has been placed in 
the Transcript within a year, and in 
1864, an aged Mr. Boutwell told Mr. 
Alfred Poor that her mother wasa 
Palmer of Bradford and sister of Mrs. 
Wood. From that clue we are able to 
connect with a line most likely of Wil- 
liam Palmer of Newbury, who owned 
a plant at Hampton 1638. He gave 
his estate in both places to his daugh- 
ter Martha who had married John 
Sherman, and she yielded her claims to 
an. estate in Great Ormsby, Eng. 
Joseph Palmer, called the youngest son, 
appears to have inherited or bought 
most of the old lands and realized on 
them between 1661 and 1672, when he 
first appears on Bradford vital records. 
His wife was Sarah Jackman, so the 
James Hardy line ot Andover are in 
two branches from Jackman. Joseph 
Palmer had ®Richard of Bradford, who 
married Martha Downer of Salisbury, 
daughter of Robert. Downer and Sarah 
Eaton, and = grandéhild of Robert 

Jowner, Sr., and Hannah | Vit@ent (a 
French Huguenot). Martha had an 
uncle Andrew Downer, whoé was a 
bachelor and left her a share of his és- 
tate, and from him, *Andrew Palmer, 
who married Jeminia Hardy won his 
name. Other cousins married Baileys 
extensively and came here to Andover. 
As these Baileys were so thoroughly 
allied to Hardys in West) Andover, I 
have wondered if the tall, strong, prac- 


tical Hardy was not mostly Bailey here, | 
lines may show | 


and a study of outside 
entirely different traits. 
The will of “James of Tewksbury in 
1797 alludes to 50 acres he had given 
son 5James with an old house and barn 
“really more than his share, but he is 


to pay some debts due from the estate” | 
Aaron, another son had a farm of 39 


acres and home‘and barn, but had sold 
all but 9 to the Trulfs, thus locating 
the Hardy farm very well near tha 
Andover line. Peter nad 75 acres of 
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the homestead and was to see the old 
folks through and care for the eldest, 
Asa, who. was feeble-minded. David 
got 6 shillings as he had been liberally 
treated already and was still a minor. 
Abigail Lowe, Beulah Philbrick, Zi!pah 
| Farmer, Ednah Farmer and. Abigail 
Lowe’s sons James and Gardner Page, 
by a first marriage are all named. 

The first dates on our records include 
the marriage of John bore in Tewks- 
bury 1765 son of James and Jemima to 
Elizabeth Merrill in 1789. This was 
near the time the family arrived here. 
Micaijah, son of James and Jemima 
born here 1786 was one of the last 
children, 3 years of age when brother 
John was married. From the valuable 
lists of Mr Poor, taken from old Hardy 
Bibles, he is 9th child and last to leave 
home. I have tried long to locate the 
oldest humestead. These sons bought 
so many Bailey homes, cut them in 
half and moved them about in the 
fields, that hardly a cellar hole is left of 
an original Hardy site. If I ever get 
about it, an examination of deed and 
probate will settle the question fully. 
Micajah, as late as 1822, lived on a 
Bailey place but owned 45 acres of 
land somewheie else. West Parish 
farms are conundrums, Nothing but 
the ground stays where they begin’and: 
the Hardy homes kept moving like 
those of all the other tribes. 

John, after he married 
Merrill, located on the present Bout- 
well estate I judge. (Edward Bout- 
well place in 1864)... Micajah appears 
to have begun on the Hardy homestead 
but when he died in 1843, had many 
old homes. The elders James and Je- 
mima by tradition died in Wilmington 
with daughter Jemima Boutwell, be- 
fore she came to Andover. Here is 
where some help is needed. He was 
dead anyway by 1825.’ They probably 
kept their church home in Tewksbury 
as did many of the West Parish people 
before 1826 brought West church. If 
John got his father’s homestead, and 
it was the Boutwell place, as he never 
had any children, it possibly went by 
deed to Boutwell heirs after his death. 
After death of Elizabeth Merrill, he 
married Rebecca Bailey and in old age, 
Hannah Johnson, also her third mar- 
riage. She was the “Marm Hardy” of

talkers, with a romantic history. 

‘Jemima born 1766, died 1860, mar- 
ried Jonathan Boutwell 1795 and was 
mother of George Boutwell, to whom 
the estate seems to have come. 

®Benjamin born 1768, married Phebe 
Dane and lived in Greenfield, N. H. 
Lines brought.in Peterboro and Fran- 
cestown, — 

eSimeon, born 1770, took Lois Mooar 
and went to Minot, Me., and Lewiston 
and Strong. Me. has the line. 

‘James born 1773, and alive 1860, 
with Priscilla Mooar lived in Lewiston, 
Me., also Strong. ‘Hephzibah born 
1776, married Jedediah Preston of Hills 
borough. ‘Stephen born 1780, we 
saved luckily for Andover. ‘Aaron 
born 1781, with Sarah Stickney hved in 
North Andover awhile, sold to Samuel 
Thurlow in 1811 and moved to Han- 
cock, N. H., from Charlestown, Mass. 


So with ¢Micajah born in Andover, 
1786 and his brother Stephen 6 years 
older, the Andover line held out gener- 
ously. 


®Stephen married Sarah 
daughter. of John Bailey and Sarah 
Hunt. He died 1853 at 72 and she at 
95 in 1879 in Tewksbury. <A daughter 
gave me a correct list of the children. 
Sarah, 1804, Abigail 1805, married our 
venerable Samuel Gilson Bailey for his 
2nd wife, Betsy, born 1809 was second 
wife of the late Willard Pike, and the 
children of my youth called her “real 
nice.” Nehemiah 1810, like Sarah, 
was not accounted for, but Henry, the 
next in order, born 1812, died here in 
1887. He‘married Abigail ‘Abbott, 
daughter of Jonathan, and in 
a@iannah Bailey, s daughter of 
Bailey and Elizabeth Boynton. 


Of the first wife we have a record of 
son George Albert born 1841, who 
married Ruth Dixon of New Bruns- 
wick and had five children of the 9th 
generation recorded before 1883. 


Charles Henry born 1850 was an- 
otherson who married Rebecca Ged- 
ney of Nova Scotia and was killed by a 
fall from a high building being raised 
at Tewksbury Hospital, while teaming 
supplies. 

Harriet, wife of John Maddox was 
daughter of Hannah (Bailey) Hardy 
the second wife, and took charge of 
her mother and in 1899, at 79, on 
Sunday noon, this venerable lady died 
in the room where she was born ina 
house then owned by Maddox. In the 
notice, allusion was made to a brother

Tillman’s Chicago Talk. 

Despite numerous warnings that he 
would 6n no-account be allowed to de- 
liver his address at Chicago, which had 

een advertised as a benefit for the 
thicago Union hospital, United States 
Senator Tillman of South Carolina 
made his appearance on schedule, but 
surrounded by detectives and special 
policemen. Instead of being sidetrack- 
ed by threats of personal violence, he 
made a frenzied denunciatton of ne- 
groes in the presence of an audience 
containing both blacks and whites. 


There were numerous interruptions, 
and one negro was put out of the hall. 
A peculiar feature was the refusal of 


Mayor Dunne to preside at the meet- | 
| ing. Previously some of the wealthier 


negroes had offered raise $5,000 for 
the hospital if the managers would 
cancel Tillman’s engagement. The of- 
fer was refused. 


Gompers Charges Fraud. 

President Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor in his leading ed- 
ttorial for the December Federationist 
gays there is not the slightest doubt 
that in some congressional districts the 


votes at the recent election were count- 


ed and the membership made up at the 
dictation of certain corporate interests, 
Blackburn Out For Bryan. 

Senator Blackburn of Kentucky has 
broken silence to say that Bryan is the 
best man available for the Democrats 
to nominate in 1908 and that both 
Hearst and Roosevelt were eliminated 
as presidential possibilities by the New 
York verdict on Nov. 6. 

Bonaparte For Bigger Navy. 

Secretary of the Navy Bonaparte, in 
speaking to the Society of Naval Archi- 
tects, said he had revised his opinion of 
a year ago and that he now believed in 
navy extension. 


Land For Russian Peasants. 

A decree issued by the czar shows 
the government’s programme to be the 
separation of the peasant question 
from all other branches of political 
agitation. It proposes to remedy the 
peasant’s grievances without reference 
to the action of the douma. The plan 
is to permit any peasant to abandon 
his share in the common ownership of 
village land and become an individual 
freeholder. Its expected effect in. the 
coming elections is to return a large 
number of independent peasants to the 
douma. The Labor party leaders vio- 
lently assail the government for thus 
attempting to solve the land problem 
without the advice or consent of the 
legislative branch. 


Belgian Government Defiant. 

In the Belgian chamber of deputies 
at Brussels the minister of foreign af- 
fairs, referring to. the recent warning 
from officers of the British govern- 
ment concerning alleged Kongo abuses, 
said that Belgium would pursue a line 
of action dictated by her own interests 
without regard to British interference. 
The Socialists moved to refuse the 
terms of King Leopold’s will bequeath- 
ing the Kongo to Belgium on condition 
that the royal domains be maintained 
after its annexation. 

Japan to Bridge the Yalu. 

The Japanese government has decid- 
ed to build a bridge over the Yalu river 
at Yongampho having a span of 3,239 
feetygo as to establish direct railway 
co! tion between Mukden ‘and 
Fusan. 


Canada Abrogates a Treaty. 

The Canadian government has noti- 
fied the United States that the postal 
treaty will be abrogated in so far as it 
relates to second class mail matter, the 
object being to exclude from Canadian 
territory certain periodicals or news- 
papers published in this country. Can- 
ada-says that if new regulations ‘are 
formed to shut out such objectionable 
publications a new treaty will be en- 
tered into.

Tobacco For Canal Men. 

The isthmian canal commission at its 
recent quarterly meeting decided that 
employees.of the*canal should have the 
privilege of purchasing tobacco at a 
low price: from: the government com- 
missioner... This is to offset the high 
prices charged by local dealers who 
have ‘concessions from the Panama 
government. . 7 
Desertions In Army. . 

The report of General Ainsworth, mil- 
itary secretary, shows that there were 
6,258 desertions from the regular army 
in the past fiscal year. This is 7.4 per 
cent of the whole army and from 1 to 
8 per cent higher than preceding years. 
The percentage of desertions is great- 
est among recruits in the first three 
months of enlistment. The actual 
strength of the army on June 30 was 
55,719. men and 3,750 officers. Besides 
this, there are 522 men and 26 officers 
in the Porto Rico regiment and 5,043 
men in the Philippine scouts. 


SCTENTiFIC 


Fly Wheel to Steady a Ship. 

Otto Schlick, the noted marine en- 
gineer of Hamburg, now proposes that 
a heavy wheel be mounted on a verti- 
cal axis so as to prevent the rolling of 
the ship, acting on the principle of the 
gyroscope. 

What Stopped Peary’s Dash. 

Commander Peary, the returning arc- 
te explorer, says he is more than ever 
tonvinced that his plan of a dash by 
nr small party will yet solve the prob- 
lem of the ages and bring the north 
pole within human ken. Shortly after 
his party started a furious storm, 
worse than any which he had ever ex- 
perienced, began. This lasted for 
eight days and broke the connection 
between the supporting parties, so that 
supplies could not be brought up to 
the point contemplated. 

The explorer was met by his. wife on 
arriving at Sydney. All of the explor- 
ing party returtied sound and well. 

Mr. and Mrs, Peary came by train 
from Sydney, making brief stops at 
Brunswick, Me., where they were 
greeted by a throng of Bowdoin col- 
lege fellow alumni; at Boston and New 
York, where they were greeted by nu- 
merous friends, and hurried on to 


| Washington, where they spent Thanks- 
| giving with their children. In an in- 
} terview Peary said he had no faith in 
.) the airship plan for reaching the pole, 
as he believes. it would meet with in- 
surmountable difficulties, among which 
would be rapid fluctuations in temper- 
uture and variable winds, together 
with heavy falls of snow. He also 
said he had not changed his opinion 
as to the proper way—i. e., by the 
Smith sound or American route. He 
thinks the far north is not ‘safe ground 
for wild experiments and that the 
only practical agencies for travel over 
the rough ice floes of the polar sea are 
man and the Eskimo dog. 

Coal Enough For Centuries. 

Officers of the geological survey re- 
port that there is an abundance of coal 
in this country for many centuries to 
come. In fact, they figure that the 
coal supply will last 5,00@ years, not- 
withstanding that the rate of consump- 
tion is increasing by leaps and bounds. 
Damp Winds Aid Consumptives. 

In the current number of the British 
Medical Journal Drs. Gordon and Har- 
per present statistics of consumption 
in north Devonshire for forty-four 
years. Irom these it appears that the 
important consideration in the relative 
distribution of the disease is the pres- 
ence or absence of strong, persistent 
rain laden, winds. The deaths from 
phthisis in the districts where the 
damp winds blew most frequently 
were .999 per thousand as against 1.39 
elsewhere.

Love a Hallucination. 

Dr. Julius Grinker, professor of nerv- 
ous diseases at the Chicago Postgrad- 
uate Medical school, in a recent lecture 
said that “if “the people of America 
would keep the coming generations 
from inhabiting madhouses they should 
abolish indiscriminate marriages, for- 
get that hallucination called love and 
choose their life partners on scientific 
principles.” He admits that love is a 
wonderful thing, but insists that it Is 
an illusion provided by nature to cause 
men and women to keep the race alive. 
He favors a law compelling men and 
Women to undergo physical examina- 
tions and have the records of their an- 
cestors investigated before marriage.

‘“‘Tiars in Business ’’ — No. 2. 


Alas and alack! For fear that the 
town would not know to whom we re- 
ferred in our editorial of last week, 
headed “Liars in Business”, one of 
‘our most esteemed friends hastens to 
put the coat on, and, thus heavily 
armored, uses nearly a column of our 
space in crying “ you're another ”, 

Now we are awfully glad he did this 
for several reasons. In the first place, 
he has again proven the truth of. that 
long-time, old-fashioned but trite truth, 
that “a guilty conscience needs no 
accuser”, for until he spoke, he had not 
entered the editor’s mind as a horrible 
example. In the second place, he says 
some excellent things along the same 
line of our last week’s comment, and 
such agitation is sorely needed, . 

But let our good friend restrain him- 
self, and not attempt to-bear the entire 
load that is upon all business men, 
other than himself, in this very serious 
condition in which the business world 
is now involved. Two men who do 
more business in a day than our good 
friend does in a year, have expressed 
themselves just as freely as “* Honesty ” 
has, upon the Townsman editorial of 
last week, and their comment is to 
gravely and seriously admit the truth 
of all that was there suggested. 

More than that, may we suggest to 
our correspondent that all along the 
line in the business world, the thinking, 
far-seeing leaders are alarmed at what 
this evil may mean_if it continues to 
grow. Every new experience that 
every business man has tells yet 
another story of broken promises some. 
where. And, notwithstanding one set 
of broken promises, our very next ven- 
ture leads us to exact new ones if we 
are seeking a service, or to give another 
one ourselves, if we are being impor- 
tuned to render a service. 

The word “liar” isn’t a pleasant one, 


and it isn’t a word that the editor ever 
uses in this column in its real meaning. 
«“ Liars in Business” was the title of 
our theme, and we cannot even yet 
overlook the deep significance of those 
three words. The very greatest danger

Post Office Regulations. 


— 


For the benefit of the local people who 
are not familiar with the laws regulat- 
ing the mail carrier duties the following 
letter is published: 


Washington, November 20, 1906, 
To the Postmaster. 
Sir: 

Please see that the following instruc- 
tions are carefully complied with in your 
office. 

The combined time of service in one 
day of a carrier ‘and; of a substitute 
working in his place must not exceed 
eight hours.. Overtime made by substi. 
tutes as well as by regular carriers must 
be reported on Form 1508. If a substi. 
tute persists in making overtime you 
should recommend suitable discipline, 

Whenever it becomes evident that a 
regular carrier or a substitute can not 
complete'all deliveries on a route within 
the allotted eight hours, one of the fol- 
lowing courses should be pursued: 

(1) A. mid-day delivery should be 
omitted. 

(2) ‘Ihe last delivery should be cur. 
tailed. 

(3) If it is deemed necessary to com. 
plete all deliveries, a substitute shoula 
be employed at the rate of $600a year 
to assist the carrier or the substitute 
serving the route, When necessary, an 
allowance for such auxiliary service can 
be had by applying to the First Assist- 
ant Postmaster General (Division of City 
Delivery.) Such service should not be 
reported as overtime.

COMMUNICATION. 


Andover, Mass., Dec., 1906. 
To My Friend, the Editor: — 


Possessed of no talent of tongue or 
pen, I would still ask you to grant me a 
little space in the columns of your paper, 
to vindicate myself and other honest 
business men of the charge of lying, 
contained in your editorial of last issue, 
tho’ I have no doubt it could be more 
gracefuily done than I am able to do, 
or try to do. ‘ 

But being an honest man, I do object 
to being included in your sweeping vitu- 
peration. Now I am willing to admit 
there are liars in business, as gny one 
with half an eye can see, but I do not 
think and I believe the average person 
who has dealings with business men do 
not think of them as a class of liars. 
There are those who will stoop to any 
fraud, for business so-called, but their 
career is usually short and unsuccessful. 
A successful business can be judged 
fairly as a business in which honesty has 
taken the leading part. Iam aware that 
lam engaged in a business that people 
have been educated into thinking is the 
most fraudulent of any that exists out- 
side of a lottery, but they have been 
educated’ by just such pessimism as con- 
tained in your article. And I do not 
consider it fair or just, and declare that 
it will not bear a close analysis. 

The definition of a lie is a false state- 
ment uttered to deceive. The definition 
of a liar is one who utters falsehood. 
Now if a party to a promise is unable to 
fulfill the promise through failure or 
something beyond his control, such 
failure I contend does not constitute a 
lie or make the party a liar. If a party 
in a business transaction secures for-his 
labor and material a just profit, it does 
not constitute thé party a robber or 
thief. * 

At the present time, as every observer 
knows’, the country is worked to its 
utmost capacity in certain lines of busi- 
ness, and it is not possible for delivery 
of some classes of material as promptly 
as could be desired. But if goods are 
shipped and.promised within a certain 
time, but .are, in the rush and bustle, 
missent, let us say, no fair-minded person 
could hold:‘the promiser responsible or 
make of hima liar. The same reasoning’ 
will hold all'along the promises mentioned” 
in your editorial. You do include your- 
self in the list, and I think perhaps you 
may have read of the old politician. I 
was reminded of him when I read. your 
article. He is a well known personage 
of olden times. He was a politician, 
too, and a successful. one; also a very 
wise man in his time and generation, the 
wisest I believe. If he were building or 
contemplating building at the time I 
speak, I can not say. But ,he says of 
himself, ‘I said in my haste {ll men are 
liars.” Now a study of this man’s life 
shows that it was at a time in his ex- 
perience when he had lost confidence in 
his God and himself, that he had made 
the above hasty statement. Subsequent 
events show that he changed his attack 
from all men to himself, and then things 
were different for him. It is an old and, 
in many cases, a true saying, set a rogue 
to catch a rogue. When we lose confi- 
dence in ourselves and our ability, to 
keep our promises, we are very apt to 
doubt the other fellow and his sincerity. 

Now I personally object to being 
classed with a liar or a hypocrite, for I 
know of the father of them and am 
aware of theirs doom. Also I am cer- 
tainly of an optimistic trend of mihd, 
and I believe it is the jollier way to get 
along, and though to deny the counterfeit 
is narrow in a sense, let us look for the 
truth first. és 

With some the whole of life is a lie. 
Representing something that is not, liv- 
ing beyond their means, obliging by 
this falsity others to do the same for 
want in the latter instance, of their 
honest recompense. Striving to make 
good? Yes, at the other fellow’s ex- 
pense, and obligingthim to follow in 
their wake. This is not seed time, my 
fellowmen! Seed time has passed. We 
are already in the harvest. Note what a 
crop.....My!. how. they have flourished. 
Liars? Yes, plenty, if you are looking 
for them. In business; in social life; 
in political life; everywhere. (If you 
look for spots on the sun you can see 
them.) 

Say! What is the use? It seems to 
me a little of the remedy used by the 
wise old man quoted would be better 
than looking for other liars. ‘Create in 
me a.clean heart, O God, and renew 4@ 
right spirit within me.” Let us clean up 
out own little slate, let us be charitable 
to others, knowing our own propensities, 
and, above all, let us remember there is 
One we can not fool, and He has said

THE SEMINARY MERGER 


Alumni Disctss Removal at Lengthy 
Meeting, and Informal Vote Taken 
against Removal. 


At a meeting of the Andover Theo- | 
logical Seminary Alumni association, | 
held in Boston yesterday, a vote was | 
taken in regard to the merger of the in- 
stitution with Harvard, the result being 
16 in favor of and 62 against the re- 
moval to Cambridge. ‘The vote was 
made informal as a device to keep the 
question open. In the meantime, the 
majority and minority reports of the 
committee appointed 1o confer with the 
trustees are to be sent to all the alumni. 
and a majl vote taken; which lacter. pro- 
posal was coupled with a request to the 
trustees that they do nothing on the 


The deliberations consumed an entire 
day, the morning session being devoted 
to the reading o¢ the two reports, which 
agreed on four’ points - concerning 
changes in the seminary itself, whe.ber 
it was moved from Andover or not; the 
fifth point was the proposed plan of the 
trustees for a merger with Harvard. 
Here they differed utterly and the after- 
noon was spent in debate on that point. 

The form in which the contested point 
was debated and voted upon in the af- 
ternoon' was: “That it is the sense,of 
this body that the plan of the trustees 
as presented should be approved.” ‘The 
‘*plan as presented,” provides for a com- 
plete merger of the Seminary with Har- 
vard, the professors to be Harvard pro- 
fessors, and the students to,matriculate 
as Harvard students. The seminary 
would be in a building of its own, how- 
ever, to be known as Andover Hall, the 
government to be in a board of the fac- 
ulty. consisting of the nine Harvard 
divinity professors and the five Andover 
professors, with the Harvard president 
as chairman. 

The majority recommended that, in 
view of the situation, the alumni stroagly 
and unitedly request the trustees of 
Phillips Academy to take no further step 
toward a removal of the ‘Theological 
Seminary, or toward any other radical 
change in its affairs, until a separate 
board of trustees have been chosen and 
installed. Matters connected with the 
Seminary’s welfare could then be laid 
before the new board and settled 
through private deliberation as they can 
not and should not be by public discus- 
sion. 

The minority report favored the re- 
moval to Cambridge, giving among its 
reasons that Andover had been givena 
long, full and fair trial in its present 
location, and that in a great measure the 
location was responsible for the failure, 
The following is one of the quototions 
from the report: “Young men in these 
times will not go in any considerable 
numbers to a place so rural as Andover.” 


PLAN FOR SEMINARY REMOVAL. 


Following are the terms of the plan 
which is under consideration for the 
removal. of the. Andover Theological 
seminary from Andover to Cambridge: 


1. The organization of Andover The- 
ological seminary shall be maintained 
without change, all its trusts being ex- 
ecuted as at present, 

2. Land shall be bought in Cam- 
bridge, near the Harvard divinity 
gchool, and a buiiding, to be called 
Andover~ hall, erected, _which — shall 
contain provision for the library with 
library work roome and reading room, 
social and alumni: room, missionary 
inuseum, seminary and lecture rooms, 
offices, etc,, so far as the availabie 
funds permit. It shall be fireproof (at 
ieast in the part oceupied by the libra- 
ry) and adequately heated and light- 
ed, The trustees wish to limit their 
present expenditure from unrestricted 
funds to the neighborhood of $100,000 
tor land and bulidings. 


3. In accordance with the memo- 
zandum sent to the trustees by Presi- 
cent Eliot, dated May 381, 1906, the five 
present Andover professors willbe ap- 
pointed to offices of instruction in 
Harvard university, to be designated 
by the title, Andover professor in 
Harvard university; and future pro- 
fessors in Andover Theological semi- 
Harvard 
appointment by*the president and fel- 
lows of Harvard university, will. be. 
given the same Office and title, whfeh, 
lowever, will’ not-carry any © stipend 
trom the university, nor give a seat ‘in 
any university. ee

gy. The powers of this council will be 
advisory only; its function will be ©9 
suggest, plan and co-ordinate courses 
of theological instruction, (If in the 
interest of more effective consolidation 
ct the teaching forces of the two insti- 
tutions*it is desired to make this 4 
university council composed of the 
professors of Harvard divinity school 
and the Andover professors in Hair- 
vard university—thus giving the lat- 
ter a place in a university body—this 
plan also will be acceptable to the 
corporation.) 

5. Courses given by professors on 
Harvard found@éfions shall, if approv- 
ed for that purpese by the faculty of 
Andover theological seminary, be ac- 
cepted for the Andover degree of B. 
D.; and courses given by the Andover 
professors in Hasvard university will, 
‘f approved by the Harvard faculty ot 
divinity, be accepted for the Harvard 
cegree of B. D. In order that students 
trimarily registered in Andover semi- 
hery may take courses given—by. pro- 
fessors on Harvari foundations, they 
will be required by the general rule of 
the university to register also in Har- 
vard university, in that department 
with which their professional purpose 
naturally connects them. For courses 
thus taken the established fees will be 
paid to Harvard university; and when 
courses given by Andover professors 
in Harvard university are taken by 
Harvard students, fees at the same 
rate will be paid to the trustees by 
the president and fellows. 

6. The requirements for the Andover 
degree of B. D. shull. be determined by 
the faculty of Andover theological 
c<eminary, cubject to the consent of the 
trustees and ommendations to the 
trustees of candidates for the degree 
shall proceed from the faculty of An- 
dover theological seminary. 

7., In both institutions the ‘professors 
chall conduct the examinations in 
their own courses, and shall report the 
results to the faculty, with which the 
students are severally registered.

SCOTT:SH, POETRY 


Instructive Lecture by Rev. Wm, MacNair 
at Free Church, Illustrated 
by Songs. 


Tuesday evening, in the Free church, 
under the auspices of the Men's club, a 
moat*enjoyable and instructive lecture 
on “Scottish Poetry ” was delivered to a 
large and appreciative audience by Rev. 
William MacNair of Mansfield: 

The lecture was prefaced and inter- 
spersed with songs of Scotland, which 
added greatly to the enjoyment of it.’ 

Mr. MacNair, in opening his address, 

spoke of the great injustice done to poets 
of Scotland by the undue praise given 
to one poet, Robert Burns. He had no 
desire to detract in the least from the 
merits of the great bard, but Scotland 
had produced many poets who hardly 
got their fair share of praise. Ons com 
viler of Scottish poets placed the num- 
ber of writers of verse at thirty-six ; but, 
if one were to ask who Scotland’s poets 
were, ninty-nine out of a hundred would 
answer Robbie Burns and stop there. 
There is such a thing as poetic justice, 
and it is well to recognize the merits of 
the other thirty-five poets. 
_ Mr. MacNair divided his subject into 
five sections: Songs of war, songs of the 
sea, songs of nature, lyrics, love songs, 
hymns, and songs of home life. In. plac- 
10g songs of war at the head of the list, 
it must be remembered that war songs 
have been sung since time immemorial. 
Miriam-sang her song of triumph when 
Pharaoh and his hosts were overwhelmed 
in the Red Sea. The young women sang 
Songs of victory when David returned 
triumphant from his many wars. The 
Greek warriors were wélcomed home 
with songs, and sé on down through the 
ages.. So it is not strange that Scotland, 
whose history has marked a_ great 
struggle for independence, should be 
prolitic in war songs. Scott, Burns, and 
Campbell have all contributed to this 
great coliection of songs and poems. 
Marmion, The Lady of the Lake, The 
Lord of the Isles, are full of this warlike 
spirit. No song ever penned has stirred 
men to greater deeds of valor than 
Bruce’s address to his army before the 
battle of Bannockburn, in that greatest 
of war songs ‘Scots wha ha’e”’. 

Campbell gave us many songs, among 
the greatest of which are ‘ Lochiel’s 
Warning.”, ‘‘Ye Mariners of England”, 
“The Battle of the Baltic’, and ‘ Ho- 
henlinden”, And James Thomsun, even 
forgetting his “Seasons”, has made lis 
name immortal by “ Rule Britannia”. 

Scotland, asa maritime country, has also 
many songs of the sea, Allan Cunning- 
bam is the best of the writers, and the 
salt sea spray is almost dashed in one’s 
face at such lines as these: 

“A wet sheet and a flowing sea, 
A wind that follows fast, 
And fills the white and rustling sail 
And Lends the gallant mast. 
“ And bends the gallant mast, my boys, 
While like the eagle free, 
aes f the good ship files and leaves 
Old England on her fee.” 
It’ was a lover of the ocean wave who 
penned these lines. 

There is a great difficulty in making a 
selection of the songs of nature. Of all 
the writers, Scott easily occupies first 
place. Himself a student, this is not to 
be wondered at. Wherever he went he 
carried his note-book and pencil and 
jotted down the different plants. and 
shrubs, and then he was able to correctly 
paint nature’s scenery in his poetry. 
James Hogg, the Ettrick Shepherd, a 
man of humble means and environment, 
but a great lover of nature, has given 
one of the finest productions ever writ- 
ten in his ‘Ode to Skylark ’’. 

“ Birl of the wilderness, 
Blithesome and cumberless, 
Sweet be rf matins o'er moorland and lea, 
Emblem of happiness, 


Blest be thy dwelling place, 
Oh! to abide in the desert with thee.” 


For real descriptive poetry of nature, 
James Thomson in his “Seasons” has given 
us something of the first order. He has 
been slandered to some extent by his 
critics, who declared that ‘Thomson 
never saw nature, but wrote the ‘‘Sea- 
sons’’ in bed. Thomson: has given his 
critics some ground for this charge. 
Our beloved President is a great expo- 


-nent of the strenuous life, but Thomson, 


in his “ Castle of Indolence”’, lauds the 
passive life to the eatreme. Here is 
what he says: 
e a . . 
“A pleasing land of drowsyhedit Was 
Of dreams that wane before the half-shut eye, 
And of gay castles in the clouds that pass, 
For ever f eae | round a summer sky; 
‘They ere the soft delights, that witchingly 
Ins is wanton sweetness through the breast, 
And the calm pleasures, always hover’d nigh ; 
But Whate'er smacked of noyance or unrest, 
Was far, far off expelled from this delicious 
nest.” 


There is little wonder his critics found 
cause to slander him after reading this. 

No country bas a greater wealth and 
profusion of lyrics of such worth and 
value as has Scotland. Among the many 
writers of love songs, Burns has no 
equal. 
tion. But certainly there can be noth- 
ing found so expressive of his great love 
and sorrow as penned in his lines‘ To 
Mary in Heaven ”’. 
“ Thou ling’ring star, with less'ning ray, 

That lov’st to greet the early morn, 

Again thou usher'’st in the day, 

oh Posen f from my soul was torn. 

O Mary! dear departed shade! 

Where is thy place of blissful rest? 

Seest thou th lover lowly laid? 

Hear’st thou the groans that rent his breast?” 

This is surely the wail of a heart- 
broken lover, but poets are fickle, and it 
was not long after this he was writing 
of another Mary, ‘The Lovely Mary 
Morrison’. Scotsmen are not, as arule, 
in spite of their mary love songs, very 
demonstrative in their love. There is 
very little expression of it shown, but 
the real love is there nevertheless. The 
Frenchman is perhaps the most emotional 
of all nationalities, the American a little 
less, and the Scotsman the least of all. 
The speaker told a very effective story 
to illustrate this. When Mungo Park, 
the African explorer, returned after 
many years’ absence from his native 


town, he happened to arrive at the time. 
His brother was 


of the Selkirk fair. 
there and saw him, but made no attempt 
to speak to him. His brother went 
home, but never mentioned the fact to 
the mother. Late at night a knock at 
the door startled the family, and the 
mother exclaimed, “ Wha can that be.” 
“Oh,” said Rab, “that'll be Mungo. - I 
saw him at the fair the day.” 

In these days of many marriages, when 
the vows are so lightly broken and the 
divorce courts are busy, it would be well 
to have hung in every home that song of 
fidelity and love, ‘John Anderson, my 
jo.” Lovers are ardent in youth, but to 
go through life and sing at its close, 

“ John Anderson, my jo, John, 
We clamb the hill thegither, 
And mony a canty rae AR 
We've had wi’ ane anither; 
Now we maun totter down, John, 
But hand and hand we'll go, 


And we'll sleep thegither at the foot, 
John Anderson, my jo.”

Of the songs of home life no nation 
has been so favored as Scotland, and it 
is because of this Scotsmen are so fond 
of their native land. No better exam- 
ple of this home life-can be found-in all 
the writings than in the “ Cotter’s Sat- 
urday Night’, where Burns so graph- 
ically pictures the ga.hering of the 
family around the hearth, and ending in 
the family worship. No wonder tbe 
poet exclaims: 

“From scenes like these old Scotia’s grandeur. 
springs, 

That makes her lov'd at home, rever’d abroad. 

Princes and lords are but the breath of kings 

‘An honest man’s the noblest work of God’, ? 

The speaker also quoted from writers 
of lesser note, reciting that homely but 
true to life poem of “Surfaceman”’ — 
“ Bairnies cuddle doon”’, 

Scotland has had only a few hymn- 
writers, and when one considers that 
until recent years hymns were not used 
in worship in. the sanctuary, this-is not 
surprising. There was little use in writ- 
ing hymns when it was- known that 
they would not be sung. Yet there are 
several who have given us some of our 
James Montgomery wrote 
“Hail to the Lord’s Anointed”, “ For- 
ever with the Lord’, and many others, 
found in almost every hymn-book. 
Horatio Bonner is well known as the 
writer of many good hymns, and: “ Be- 
yond the smiling and the weeping” and 
“Upwards where the stars are shining” 
are good examples. It was Henry Lyte, 
a Scotchman by birth, an Englishman by 
education, and an Irishman by residence 
—atrue Briton — who wrote the beau- 
tiful hymn “ Abide with me”. 

Burns, writing before republics were 
founded, and when rank counted so 
much in life, amazed everyone with bis 
‘““A man’s a man for a’ that’, when 

“Man to man the world o’er, 
Shall brithers be for a’ that.” 

Rich as Scotland is in poetry, she has 
produced no great Epic writer. There 
has been no Homer, no Milton, no Dante. 
She has had no great dramatic writer 
like Shakespeare, and a cause for this is 
found in the fact that the clergy from 
earliest times frowned on the dramatic 
art. 

Yet there is a broad enough field for 
any one in Scottish verse, and Scotland 
has every reason to be proud of her 
poets. Poets, for it is a great’ mistake 
and injustice in limiting her to only one. 

Mr. MacNair was heartily applauded 
at the conclusion of his address, which» 
was thoroughly enjoyed by the large 
audience, 

Enjoyable as was the literary part of 
the program, the musical part was none 
the less so. A rare tréat was afforded 
the audience by the singing of Mrs. 
Moore, whosé rendering of “The Land o’ 
the Leal” was given with exquisite feel- 
ing and expression. She was given an 
encore and sang the “ Blue Bells of Scot- 
land’. Her singing of ‘“ My love is like 
a red, red rose” was equally well rend- 
ered and greatly. enjoyed. “Afton 
Water” was a treat from Mr. Thompson, 
and his pure, sweet tenor voice found a 
great opportunity to prove its worth in 
‘*Mary. Morrison”. A concert’ party, 
consisting of Misses Scott and Covtts, 
soprano; Mrs. John Scott and Miss Jean 
Dundas, alto; William Scott, tenor; and 
John Scott and G. A. Christie, bass, sang 
several part songs in a very, pleasing 
manner, ‘ Green grow the rashes” being 
especially well rendered. Miss Bertha 
Coutts played the accompaniments. 
Some disappointment was felt at the 
omission of several selections by the 
Raymond Quartet, but two of its men# 
bers ,were unable to be present on

Crapsey Quits For Truth’s Sake. 

That the Rey. Algernon S. Crapsey, 
who had been rector of St. Andrew's 
Episcopal church at Rochester for 
twenty-six years, would not recant the 
views for which the church! authori- 
ties had adjudged him guilty of heresy 
was made known through the publica- 
tion of his letter to Bishop Walker of 
the western New York diocese. Dr. 
Crapsey makes formal but final re- 
nunciation of the ministry of the 
Protestant Episcopal church. This 
Rochester “heretic” says that appar- 
ently the time has not come when a 
man may teach what he finds to be 
the truth if he cannot harmonize it 
with the creed. He recognizes the 
right of the church authorities to de- 
fine the limits of interpretation, but if 
he holds fast to the truth he must let 
go the creed. He contends that al- 
ways he had given a liberal spiritual 
Interpretation to such statements as 
that Christ ascended into heaven. It 
was unthinkable to him that Jesus, 
with his physical body of flesh, blood 
and bones, had floated into space and 
for 2,000 years had existed somewhere 
in the sky in that same physical body. 
What he (Dr. Crapsey) means by this 
phrase |s that Jesus, having accom- 
plished his work in the flesh, ascended 
Into the higher life of the spirit. Sim- 
ilarly when he spoke of Jesus con- 


weived by the Holy Ghost and born of 


the Virgin Mary he did not mean that 
the great and living God in order to 


get into the world had to violate his 


wonderful law of. human generation. 
On the contrary, closer examination of 
the Scriptures had convinced him that 
this story of Christ's origin was with- 
However, 
be still used the Biblical phrase that 
Jesus was a child of the holy seed, 
sanctified from his mother’s womb and 
a Son of God, all the’ more because he 
was the Son of man, 

Dr. Crapsey says he bows to the de- 
cision ofthe church,, but that since he 
cannot change his mind he.must leave 
the church. He does not blame_ his 
judges, saying that they acted accord- 
ing to their light, and he asks that 
they not blame him for following his 
light.. But blame or not, he cannot do 
otherwise, for he “must obey God 
rather than man.” It is not to be un- 
derstood, however, that the matter is 
to be dropped, for Dr. Crapsey says 
that hundreds of clergymen and thou- 
sands of laymen have reached the 
same conclusion that he has, and he 
believes that their position in the 
church is just as tenable as ever. He 
asks that every one speak his mind 
fully and “the truth will soon have 
such a multitude of witnesses that all 
In the church must hear.” He pro- 
poses now to carry the case “to the 
high court of the free intelligence and 
the enlightened conscience of the 
world,” and tre admits if he fails there 
it will be because his conception of 
truth is wrong. Finally he outlines 
his own creed by saying that he be- 
lieves as never before that to love the 
world and his neighbor as himself is 
not only more than the law and the 
prophets, but also more than the creeds 
and the churches. 


Methodists Adopt Daily Prayer. . 

Members of the Epworth league of 
the Methodist Episcopal church, New- 
castle, Pa., have adopted a plan of 
concerted prayer similar to that of 
the Angelus rite In the Roman Cath- 
olic church.

to the government all profits beyond 7 
per cent on the capital. He says he 
has associated with him an advertiser, 
a manufacturer, a merchant and a 
capitalist.

Steel Trust Raises Wages. 

Chairman Gary of the United States 
Steel corporation board of directors 
has announced that common labor in 
the various plants of the subsidiary 
corporations will be increased 10 cents 
per day commencing Jan. 1, 1907. He 
gave the impression that this advance 
was voluntary and said it affected all 
employees, whether union or nonunion. 
It affects 68,000 employees at a total of 
$190,000. The total annual payroll of 
the corporation is nearly $130,000,000. 
Canadian Strike Riots. " 

At Hamilton, Ont., the strike of 
street car employees, which had been 
in progress for three weeks, took a se- 
rious turn when the company attempt- 
ed to run cars in the, evening. Crowds 
of strike rioters destroyed street cars 
and stoned thé nonunion employees so 
that the soldiers were obliged to 
charge with bayonets and sabers. Sev- 
eral strikers and sympathizers were 
wounded. The organizer of the strike, 
Frederick Fay, appears. to have been 
sent by Chicago labor unions, and the 
Canadian. authorities ordered him to 
leave the country.- This he refyised to 
do and brought,to bear such influence 
as he could upon the Washington. gov- 
ernment to protect him from deporta- 
tion. ‘ 

A. F. L. Re-elects Gompers. 

At the closing session of the conven- 
tion of the American Federation of La- 
bor at Minne- 
apolis Samuel 
Gompers for the 
twenty-fifth 
time was elect- 
ed president 
without opposi- 
tion, together 
with his entire 
executive staff. 
The principles” 
of the federa- 
tion as adopted 
included: Free 
schools and compulsory education, op- 
Position to abuses of injunctions in 
labor disputes, the eight hour workday 
and the six day week, abolition of con- 
tract system or contract work, aboli- 
tion of sweatshops, inspection of work- 
shop, mine and home, municipal own- 
ership and the initiative and referen- 
dum. 

New York Central Men Get More. 

The firemen and engineers of the 
New York Central lines have reached 
a settlement with the officials by which 
all will get a substantial increase in 
Wages and a ten hour workday for all 
branches of the service. A similar ad- 
vance in other branches of the service 
was expected.

Standing of Rhodes Scholars. 

The first annual report of the opera- 
tion of the Rhodes scholarships shows 
that there are at present 161 scholars 
at Oxford, of whom seventy-one are 
from the British colonies, seventy-nine 
from the United States and eleven 
from Germany. Their general stand- 
ing is excellent, the highest record of 
scholarship having been. won by Rose 
of Quebec and Behan of Melbourne. 
The latter won nearly $5,000 worth of 
scholarships last year. The colonial 
students have outstripped the Ameri- 
eans in scholarship, while the Ameri- 
eans stand higher in athletics. 


Vermont's School Consolidation. 

Governor Proctor of Vermont -has 
signed the bill providing for the consol- 
idation of the school systems of neigh- 
boring towns under one superintend- 
ent. 


The Progress of Princeton. 

The first ten years since Princeton 
college became Princeton university 
have just ended, and the report shows 
that the endowment has _ increased 
from $1,677,871 to $3,284,000. The 
campus area has increased from 225 
to 538 acres, and the student body has 
grown from 1,045 to 1.384, while the 
faculty has increased from 82 to 166. 
Eastern College Registration.

Carnegie’s Gift to Baltimore. 

Andrew Carnegie has offered the 
city of Baltimore $500,000 with which 
to establish twenty libraries, provided 
the city supplies the sites and main- 
tenance, under the control of the trus- 
tees of Pratt library. Pratt and Car- 
negie were old friends, and it was.the 
opening,of the Pratt library that sug- 
gested to Carnegie the use to which he 
has put many millions. : 
Accidents on Football Field. 

Records of football casualties prior 
to Thanksgiving as ‘cQmpiled by the 
Chicago Tribune showed that eleven 
players had been killed and 104 injured 
during the season. As compared with 
1905 this is a falling off of seven fatal 
accidents and fifty-five resulting in in- 
jury. The decrease is especially mark- 
ed among high school «players. Not 
one fatality has occurred in a game 
played by the larger American colleges. 
Timidity as a Crime. 

A London (England) justice sentenc- 
ed a man who committed manslaugh- 
ter under the influence of great fear. 
He had been so alarmed by lodgers 
who -refused his demands for rent 
that he fired at random a_ pistol, 
wounding two unoffending persons. 
The judge, while admitting that there 
was no criminal intent, sentenced the 
man to a year at hard labor. because 
he had given way to timidity. 
President Spencer Killed. 

Samuel Spencer, president of the 
Southern railroad, and several friends, 
including General Philip Schuyler and 
several prominent citizens of Balti- 
more, were killed in-a railroad acci- 
cent on the Southern railroad near 
Lynchburg, Va. One express train 
was following close after another 
southward, when the first became dis- 
connected because of a defective join- 
ing and the following train was not 
signaled to keep out of the block. 
Operator Mattux of .Rangoon ‘was 
blamed for failure to signal the on- 
coming train. The bodies of Mr. Spen- 
cer, General Schuyler and five others 
were crushed and burned almost be- 
Many ethers. were 
injured. Spencer was one of the fore- 
most railroad men In the country and 
for many years had been closely iden- 
tifled with the interests of J: P. Mor- 
gan. 

Twenty-six Killed In Explosion. 

An explosion in a roburite factory at 
Witten, Germany, caused the death of 
twenty-six persons and the injury of 
100. The impression prevailed that 
the explosion was the work of a crim- 
inal.

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“XEMPTION OF VETERANS’. 
REDUCES TAX VALUATION 


The additional exemptions from tax- 
ation allowed veterans of the civil 
war is given by many assessore as the 
reason for the decrease in valuations. 
These official are now sending into the 
eecretary of state the data which is to 
be incorporated in the report of “total 
of aggregates” which the state official 
is soon to issue. These asseseors are 
called upon to give the valuation this 
year and a year ago, together with the 
rate of taxation, etc. In such cases as 
where sufficient decrease in valuation 
is shown as to cause the assessors to 
think an expllanation necessary these 
town officials have invariably given 
this soldiers’ exemption as the» main 
reason for the decrease, In this sec- 
tion of the state the figures of the dif- 
ferent cities and town~ are ag follows:

ELECTION RESULTS IN THIRTEEN 
CITIES, — 


BOSTON, Dec. 5—The features of 
the elections in 13 Massachusetts cities 
yesterday were the reelection of eight 
mayors and the reduction of the “yes” 
majorities. 

Two mayors were defeated for re- 
election, Thompson in New Bedford 
by Charles 8S. Ashley, who will in Jan- 
vary begin his 14th term, and Gen. 
Parsons in Marlboro. Northampton, 
which has had a Democratic mayor of 
late, will next year be ruled by a Re- 
publican. 

While no city changed its standing in 
the license column, temperance advo- 
cates in eight cities made a gain of 
3407 votes, while the net gain for li- 
cense in five cities was. 1488. 

Brockton Republicans elected their 
candidate for mayor, John S. Kent, 
and made gains in the common coun- 
cil. The city went for no-license by 
the largest majority ever given with 
one exception, Kent was elected by a 


plurality of 145, receiving 3875 votes. 
W. H. Clifford, Soc., had 3729 ‘and 
James E. Hanrahan, Dem., had 684. 


The small vote cast for the Democratic 
candidate was the feature of the elec- 
tion. 

Fitchburg gave Mayor McMahon an 
increased plurality over H. E. Jennt- 
sen, his opponent of last year. The 
campaign was conducted on stiict cit- 
ween lines. No license was again yic- 
torjous. by an increased. majority. The 
wing of the citizens’ party opposed to 
Mayor McMahon will control the cily 
council, 13 to 11. P 

Gloucester, after a warm campaign, 
reelected Mayor MacDonald for:a. third 
term, but-by a reduced plurality of 
only 72 over H,*H. Parsons. Last year 
MacDonald beat Parsons by 1109, Only 
one of the present aldermen was re- 
elected, W. A. Moddox. The majority 
for license was the~smallest in many 
years, 116. 

Haverhill for the first time in its 
history reelected a mayor for a fourth 
consecutive time, Roswell L. Wood de-

The campaign thus clos:d 
was the most bitter in the city's his- 
tory, personal invective and graft 
charges figuring largely in the ante- 
election speeches.
